Section  2:  "Substantial  improvement"  means  any 
repair,  reconstruction,  or  improvement  of  a  structure,  the  cost  of 
which  equals  or  exceeds  50  percent  of  the  actual  cash  value  of 
the  structure  either  (a)  before  the  improvement  is  started,  or  (b) 
if  the  structure  has  been  damaged  and  is  being  restored,  before 
the  damage  occurred.  Substantial  improvement  is  started  when 
the  first  alteration  of  any  structural  part  of  the  building 
commences. 

Section  3:  Any  person,  firm,  or  corporation  violating  the 
provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $50  per 
day  and  each  day's  neglect  to  obtain  such  a  permit  shall 
constitute  a  separate  offense. 

Section  4:  Appeals  shall  be  as  provided  in  RSA  156:  4  - 
a,  b,  c. 

RESOLUTION: 

WHEREAS,  certain  areas  of  Alexandria  are  subject  to 
periodic  flooding  from  (STREAMS,  RIVERS,  LAKES 
ETC.)  causing  serious  damages  to  properties  within 
these  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  relief  is  available  in  the  form  of  Federally 
subsidized  flood  insurance  as  authorized  by  the  National 
Flood  Insurance  Act  of  1968;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  the  intent  of  this  Town  Meeting  to  re- 
quire the  recognition  and  evaluation  of  flood  hazards  in 
all  official  actions  relating  to  land  use  in  the  floodplain 
areas  having  special  flood  hazards;  and 

WHEREAS,  this  body  has  the  legal  authority  to  adopt 


land  use  and  control  measures  to  reduce  future  flood 
losses  pursuant  to  New  Hampshire  RSA  Chapter  31,  36, 
156,  and  156A. 

NOW,    THEREFORE,    BE    IT    RESOLVED,    That    this 
Town  Meeting  hereby: 

1.  Assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Administration  that  it 
intends  to  enact  and  maintain  in  force  for  those  areas 
having  defined  flood  hazards,  adequate  land  use  and 
control  measures  with  effective  enforcement  provisions 
consistent  with  the  Criteria  set  forth  in  Section  1910  of 
the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Regulations;   and 

2.  Vests  (the  Planning  Board  or  Town  Manager  or  other 
duly  authorized  Muncipal  Officer)  with  the  responsibil- 
ity, authority,  and  means  to: 

(a)  Delineate  or  assist  the  Administrator,  at  his  re- 
quest, in  delineating  the  limits  of  the  areas  having 
special  flood  hazards  on  available  local  maps  of  suf- 
ficient scale  to  identify  the  location  of  building  sites. 

(b)  Provide  such  information  as  the  Administrator 
may  request  concerning  present  uses  and  occupancy 
of  the  floodplain. 

(c)  Cooperate  with  Federal,  state,  and  local  agencies 
and  private  firms  which  undertake  to  study,  survey, 
map,  and  identify  floodplain  areas,  and  cooperate 
with  neighboring  communities  with  respect  to  man- 
agement of  adjoining  floodplains  in  order  to  prevent 
aggravation  of  existing  hazards. 

(d)  Submit  on  the  anniversary  date  of  the  commun- 
ity's initial  eligibility  an  annual  report  to  the  Admin- 
istrator on  the  progress  made  during  the  past  year 
within  the  community  in  the  development  and  imple- 
mentation of  floodplain  management  measures. 

3.  Appoints  the  Building  Permit  Officer  (Board  of  Se- 
lectmen or  Building  Inspector)  to  maintain  for  public  in- 
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spection  and  to  furnish  upon  request  a  record  of  eleva- 
tions (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of  the  lowest  floor 
(including  basement)  of  all  new  or  substantially  improv- 
ed structures  located  in  the  special  floor  hazard  areas.  If 
the  lowest  floor  is  below  grade  on  one  or  more  sides, 
elevation  of  the  floor  immediately  above  must  also  be 
recorded. 

4.  Intends  to  take  such  other  official  action  within  its 
powers  as  may  be  reasonably  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
objectives  of  the  program. 

DATE  PASSED CERTIFICATION 


24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  the  following 
building  regulation  pursuant  to  RSA  156  as  follows: 

1.  The  Building  Permit  Officer  (Board  of  Selectmen  or 
Building  Inspector)  shall  review  all  building  permit  ap- 
plications for  new  construction  or  substantial  improve- 
ments to  determine  whether  proposed  building  sites  will 
be  reasonably  safe  from  flooding.  If  a  proposed  build- 
ing site  is  in  a  location  that  has  a  flood  hazard,  any  pro 
posed  new  construction  or  substantial  improvement  (in- 
cluding prefabricated  and  mobile  homes)  must  (i)  be  de- 
signed (or  modified)  and  anchored  to  prevent  floatation, 
collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of  the  structure,  (ii)  use 
construction  materials  and  utility  equipment  that  are  re- 
sistent  to  flood  damage,  and  (iii)  use  construction 
methods  and  practices  that  will  minimize  flood  damage. 

RESOLUTION: 

WHEREAS,  The  Town  of  Alexandria  has  adopted  and  is 
enforcing  SUBDIVISION  REGULATIONS  36:19-36:29, 
and 

WHEREAS,  Section  36:26  of  the  aforesaid  prohibits  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation  from  erecting,  constructing, 
enlarging,  altering,  repairing,  improving,  moving  or  de- 
molishing any  building  or  structure  without  first  obtain- 
ing a  separate  building  permit  for  each  building  or 
structure  from  the  Building  Inspector,  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Building  Inspector  must  examine  all 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  construction 
when  application  is  made  to  him  for  a  building  permit. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  BE  IT  ENACTED  by  the  Town 
Meeting  of  Alexandria  as  follows: 

1.  The  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the  Planning 
Board  amend  their  regulations  pertaining  to  the  flood 
hazard  area  to  assure  that  (i)  all  proposals  are  consis- 
tent with  the  need  to  minimize  flood  damage,  (ii)  all 
public  utilities  and  facilities,  such  as  sewer,  gas,  electri- 
cal, and  water  systems  are  located,  elevated,  and  con- 
structed to  minimize  or  eliminate  flood  damage,  and 
(iii)  adequate  drainage  is  provided  so  as  to  reduce  ex- 
posure to  flood  hazards;  and 

2.  The  Town  Meeting  recommends  that  the  Planning 
Board  amend  their  regulations  pertaining  to  the  flood 
hazard  area  to  require  new  or  replacement  water  supply 
systems  and/or  sanitary  sewage  systems  to  be  designed 
to  minimize  or  eliminate  infiltration  of  flood  waters  into 
the  systems  and  discharges  from  the  systems  into  flood 
waters,  and  require  on-site  waste  disposal  systems  to  be 
located  so  as  to  avoid  impairment  of  them  or  contamina- 
tion from  them  during  flooding,  pursuant  to  N.H. 
RSA  36:21.

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ALEXANDRIA  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
Report  for  1975 

This  has  been  a  very  good  year  for  the  department,  with 
only  one  serious  structural  fire  and  no  injuries  among  our  men. 
The  following  is  a  list  of  calls  made: 
Mutual  Aid  Calls  -  -  7 
Brush  and  Grass  Fires  -  -  0 
Chimney  Fires  -  -  6 
Structural  Fires  -  -  1 
Town  Dump  -  -  0 
Auto  Accident  -  -  1 
A  study  of  the   above  figures  will   show  that  the  greatest 
number    of    responses    were    made    as    a    result    of    calls    for 
assistance  from  other  members  of  the  Twin  River  Mutual  Aid 
System,  of  which  we  are  a  charter  member.  Our  furthest  run 
was  to  aid  Campton  when  the  IGA  store  burned  in  July.   We 
received  Mutual  Aid  assistance  from  Bristol,  Hill  and  Hebron  for 
the  Mert  Calley  fire  in  August. 

The  Army  IVi  ton,  all  wheel  drive  truck  which  was  acquired 
last  year  through  the  New  Hampshire  Civil  Defense  Agency  has 
been  modified  for  use  as  a  fire  truck  by  the  addition  of  a  500 
gallon  per  minute  front  end  pump  and  the  installation  of  a  1,000 
gallon  water  tank.  The  addition  of  this  truck  brings  our  total 
water-carrying  capacity  to  2.500  gallons  of  water.  In  appreciation 
for  their  continuing  support,  this  truck  was  dedicated  to  the 
women  of  the  Alexandria  Fire  Dept.  Auxiliary  at  the  Bazaar  this 
summer. 

I  would  like  to  extend  my  most  sincere  appreciation  to  the 
men  of  the  department  for  their  support  during  my  year  as 
Chief.  Having  been  the  Engineer  for  the  Deparment  since  it's 
inception  in  1963  1  just  feel  that  my  place  is  with  my  trucks.  I 
know  that  Mr.  Francis  Butler  will  be  an  excellent  Chief,  and  I 
wish  him  the  best  of  luck.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  & 
DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city 
councils,  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a  forest  fire 
warden  and  several  deputy  fire  wardens  in  each  town  and  city 
every  three  years.  The  town  or  city  warden  is  responsible  for 
maintaining  a  force  of  men  and  adequate  equipment  to  suppress 
any  wildfire  that  occurs  in  his  town  or  city  during  his  term  of 
appointment.  The  fire  warden  must  authorize  all  open  burning 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires  can  be 
authorized  between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  unless  it  is  raining, 
without  the  additional  permission  of  the  state  district  fire  chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the  written 
permission  of  the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and  cooking  fires 
also  require  the  warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest  Fire 
Service,  assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these 
requirements  by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in 
wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression 
equipment  available  at  fifty  percent  of  cost,  supplying  pieces  of 
Federal  excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack  vehicles  and 
sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  wildfire  suppression 
costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town 
program.  Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire  Service 
for  local  fire  prevention  programs.  Posters  and  Junior  Ranger 
kits  are  available  for  distribution  by  local  fire  departments  upon 
request  to  the  Forest  Fire  Service.  Each  forest  fire  warden  is 
expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous  wildfire  prevention  program 
within  his  town  or  city.

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NEWFOUND  AREA  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 

Since  January  of  1975  the  Newfound  Area  Nursing 
Association  has  undergone  many  changes.  Mrs.  Kathleen 
Almeida  was  hired  as  back-up  nurse  and  trained  to  take  over 
full  time  when  Mrs.  Mary  Lee  Bourcier  left  due  to  pregnancy. 
Since  April  Mrs.  Almeida  has  been  charge  nurse  and  learning 
new  aspects  of  home  nursing  all  the  time.  The  N.A.N. A.  office 
was  moved  in  December  after  the  generous  offer  of  Bristol 
Community  Services  was  made  to  them.  The  office  is  now 
located  in  the  lower  level  of  the  B.C.S.  building.  This  space  is 
rent  free  and  was  made  so  to  this  non-profit  organization. 

Two  blood  pressure  clinics  were  held  this  year.  One  in  May 
with  approximately  70  people  availing  themselves  and  one  in 
August  with  75  people  taking  advantage  of  this  free  service. 
Both  clinics  were  co-sponsored  by  N.A.N. A.  and  the  local 
Ambulance  Association.  N.A.N. A.  also  participated  in  two  blood 
mobiles  sponsored  by  the  American  Red  Cross.  A  flu  shot  clinic 
was  also  given,  sponsored  by  the  Bristol  Woman's  Club  and 
N.A.N. A.  This  was  open  to  the  pubHc  at  a  cost  of  $1.50  per 
shot.  It  was  attended  by  52  people.  Dr.  Walsh  was  on  hand  to 
administer  the  injections. 

Due  to  financial  burden  of  tightened  Medicare  reimburse- 
ments, the  nurses  have  curtailed  any  meetings  other  than  those 
required.  But  education  is  ongoing  with  a  large  quantity  of 
printed  material  coming  into  the  office. 

Forty-six  physical  therapy  visits  were  made  this  year.  These 
are  done  by  a  registered  physical  therapist.  A  second  service  is 
required  by  Medicare  for  all  V.N.A.'s  who  are  Medicare 
approved.  Physical  therapy  was  chosen  because  the  demand 
seemed  to  be  greater  in  this  area  for  that  type  of  service  rather 
than  for  services  such  as  Occupational  Therapy  or  Home  Health 
Aides. 

During  each  year  all  residents  are  entitled  to  one,  free  home 
visit.  These  are  termed  health  promotions.  268  of  these  were 
made  this  year.  After  the  initial  visit,  all  subsequent  visits  are 
made  under  the  orders  of  a  Doctor.  Our  two  local  Dr.'s  are  most 
helpful.  Throughout  the  year  we  have  had  approximately  12 
referrals  from  Dr.  Bell  and  15  from  Dr.  Walsh,  with  24  referrals 
from  other  area  Dr.'s.   These   subsequent  visits  are  charged  to 
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the  patient.  If  there  is  no  third  party  payment  involved,  we  try 
to  use  a  sliding  scale  where  the  charge  is  established  by  what 
the  patient  can  afford.  The  difference  between  actual  cost  of  a 
visit  ($14)  and  what  is  paid  to  the  agency  is  termed  free  service. 
$1426.50  of  this  was  given  this  year.
